DB- KNAPP’S PLAN 
A tlanta, La., Nov. 24.—“There are 
three prim e factors in fighting the 
boll weevil.” said Dr. S. A. Knapp of 
the United States Bureau of Plant 
Industry, who is attending the boll 
weevil conference. 
“The first is a thorough fall plow­ 
ing: 
second, the selection of good 
seed: third, intensified cultivation. Of 
course there are a great m any other 
rules that m ust be fellowed, but these 
three rules form the basic principles 
th at m ust be observed. 
“ We have learned that the boll wee­ 
vil can live on nothing but cotton: 
that h is life without food is about 
seven days and 
with 
food 
s. venty 
days; th at he 'hibernates in w inter 
and he thrives best under moist con­ 
ditions. 
To drive him out of the 
country we m ust kill him at every 
opportunity; not grow cotton in low­ 
land w’here it can possibly be avoided, 
and by intensive cultivation starve 
him to death. 
“The squares th at the weevil has 
attacked will, in a few days after they 
have been 
punctured, 
fall 
to

ground. In a very dry country where 
the heat is intense the eggs within 
the squares w ill be baked, but in a
